FL LSA, May 31.—At least five were killed and more 
than a score injured, several fatally, when two passenger 
trains on the Frisco railroad met in a head-on collision 
at 12:45 o’clock this morning, one and a half m id e a s t 
of VV hite Oak, a village west of Vinita, Oklahoma.

JAMES J. RANDALL, Monett, Mo., engineer, west 
bound train, found under heap of coal five hours after 
wreck.

The two engines welded together with the impact.
